WASHINGTON, Nov. :28.-—. Rec- 
ommending a complete -reconstruc- 
tion of Government nmiachinery for 
administration of shipping affairs 
as well: as fedefal aid’ for ship- 
ping, the National Merchants 
Marine Conference today made 
public its figal report on the ses-! 
sion held in this city November

Reduction of the U. S. Shipping 
Board from 7 to 3 members and 
making it a semi-judicial body.

a national advisory board, ap- 
pointed, by the President of ‘the 
United States, with a cabinet | 
member as chairman. 

‘Concentration in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce of all govern- 
Ment services relating to the 
promotion of’ shipping.

HAT is music? we

Many centuries passed before man 
began to apply rational thought 
to music. Slowly it. was organized 
Into a science. Learned men stud- 
jed it and found that sound is due 
to: vibrations which travel through 
the.air and enter the ear. It was 
found that these sound vibrations 
have three distinct qualities, and 
that every sound has its own indi- 
vidual combination of these three 
qualities. .Moreover it, was discov- 
ered that these vibrations may be 
combined together according , to 
mathematical rule, producing what 
is known as Harmony. 
Harmony ‘became. so ramified..and 
complex that it is. now regarded 
as a separate study, governing the 
whole subject of chord structure:

The three qualities which char- 
acterige every sound vibration are: 
qh) tensity, or loudness, (2)

the hearer distinguishes the violin 
from the piano, and the tenor voice 
from the bass, even when striking 
notes of identical pitch. * 


This last-named. quality {s one of 
the most elusive of musical prob- 
lems, particularly in» the field of 
sound reproduction. In attempting 
to capture and release a series of 
musical notes such .as a vocal or 
instrumental sélection, it always 
has been found more difficult. to 
distinguish between various in- 
struments than their loudness or 
pitch. Thus, a talking “machine
